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was no King in Iſrael, when they went tumultuofl Y, 
and wickedly went to burn and ſpoile their Neighbour 
Fephtaphs houſe, Fudges 12.1. and many tumes.the peo- 
ple of 1ſrael were oppreſt by the Miaianites , andbythe 
Moabſtes, and the Cananites, untill God raiſed them up a 
Judge or Generall ro ga before them and deliver them 
out of the hands of their enemies., and for theirReligi- 
on theſe people of Fauda and Iſracl when: they had no 
King but God:they forſook him and didevill in his fighr, 
and ſerved Baalim and Aſ-ſhatereth , and the Godof Sy- 
714, and the gods of Zydon, andthe godsof Moab , and 
the gods of Ammon: arid the gods of the Philiſtims, 
aud forſooke the Lord, and ſerved him not, Fade. 
10. 6,7. And the anger of the Lord was hot againſt 
Iſrael: wherethenare thoſe men which pur all fault in 
their King for their idolatry? when as the people of 1/ra- 
e/ withoura King, fell ſo much into idolatry , that God 
Almighty bid them cry unto thcir falſe gods, he would 
deliver them no more, Fadz. 10.13,14. Now atlaſt all 
the Elders of 1/7ael came to Samuel at Rameth , and ſaid 
Make us a King tojudge ws like other Nations, whenas yet 
the Lord their God was their King. | | 
_ Andalthough Samuel told chem the conditions of a 
King at large, Sam.8. yet no per{waſions would prevail, 
bur they would hayea King to fight their battels , like 
all other Nations, and God Almighty bid Sazzxel har- 
ken tothe people and make them a King, Sam.o. r. 
Then Samuel rooke a Violl of oyle, and poured upon his 
head, and kiſſed him, and ſaid, Is it not becauſe the Lord 
hath anointed thee to be Captain of his inheritance , and 
ver. 20. Saul is choſen of the Lord inpublike, And ver. 24, 

The people froureg and ſaid, God ſavethe King. 
Now preſently God worketh a deliverance to the 
people 
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peopleby his King, for Chap. 1 1. 1. the Amonites came 
up and belicged 1abcſh Gilead, and would make no Co- 
venant , nor ſhew nomercie , bur to pur out all .cheir 
right eyes, bur King Sax gathered the people tagether 
aud {luethem, and ſcattered them ſo that there was nor 
rwo left rogether, and the people would have flain the 
eneinies of King Saul , had not the King hindered 
them. 1. 

Thenafter God choſe King David , Sam. 16. Then 

Samuel zooke the -horne of oyle , and anointed him in the 
midſt of his brethren, and the ſpirit of the Lord came ipon 
David from that day forward. - 
' Then Kings which come lawfully to be King , are of 
Gods chooſing : [Then let not menrail like Shime, in 
their words, andintheirbooks , againſt Kings, nor a- 
gainſt our King, norcall him bloudy man , as ſome doe 
inthcir books, for it is written ,.

ſtice, charging the Judges rodo no wrong: And when he 
and the people faſted and prayed, when three Kings with 

all rheir power , came up with all their hoſts, the Lord 

heard their: prayers, and raiſd up a Prophet to tell chem 

that they ſhould not be afraid of them, bur ſhould goeour 

againſt them,andſothe Lord fent ſtrife among the Hea- 

then Kings,thatthey deſtroyed one another in ſuch abun- 

dance, that the peopte were three dayes a gathering the 

riches whichcheylett upon the ground. 

Thus God helped thoſe good Kings, Hezekiah and Fo- 
fas,nany good Kings hath God ſent amongſt his people, 
and in many places we ought rojudge ſo, and nor to cry 
out ſlavery becauſe there are degrees of men one abovean 
other,rhey thatare grear and ſtrong ſhould helprhe need 
and oppreſſed , and pull the prey our of their ſtrength.
